I Missoin*i. 
Hi.s talk was given over 
to the discmssion of agricuiture. In 
opening his talk, he stated that to 
date he had had a varied lot of 
expeiit'uces 
siiict^ 
coming 
to 
Se­ 
dalia to tlm Fair. 
That 
Saturday 
night 
he 
had 
witiiessful 
a 
prize­ 
fight at the (-'oli.seuui at the Fair 
Grounds and that Sunday morning 
he alteiuled tlu* .service.« at which 
the minister had lakeii occasion to 
('xcoriate tlu* prize-fight game and 
that 
now 
ho 
was 
att^uiding 
the 
meeting of ilic Rotary Club, a very 
wide diversity of ex])erienocs as he 
saw it. 
Continuing, 
Dean 
Mumford 
said 
that the State Fair Board, of which 
he is a member, appreciated 
the 
co-operation of the citizens of Se­ 
dalia and of the services of the 
local Rotary Clul). 
Mr. Mumford, by 
the way, is the oldest m em ber of 
the Board, save one. 
Continuing, 
he said that the Fair is essentially 
an 
agricultural 
institution, 
being 
both 
educational 
and 
recreational 
for the farmer. 
He said that the 
Missouri State Fair was recognized 
as one of tlie cleanest in the Unit­ 
ed States, and that so long as he 
was a 
m em ber of 
the 
Board he 
would endeavor to keep it so. 
Some 
people think that agriculture is a 
passing occupation, but he state<l 
that it WHS now in a period 
of 
transition 
and 
as 
an 
occupation, 
was fundamental. 
There are two things to be kept 
in 
mind 
concerning 
agriculture; 
first, 
that it is a perm anent in­ 
dustry'. tha t governments may com« 
and go, kingdoms be destroyed and 
republics founded, tha t Bolshevism 
might come and go, but that agri* 
culture would still remain. 
T here­ 
fore inasmuch as it is a perm anent 
industry, that business men of all 
kinds should be intensely interested 
in its progress and prosperity. 
Sec- 
only, agriculture is continually pro­ 
ducing and adding to w^ealth and 
tha t it was the very foundation of 
liusiness since business is builded 
on this wealth. 
In conclusion he expressed him­ 
self as being honored at the oppor- 
tiiiiity of addressing the local Club. 
C. A. Greeue, formerly siiperin- 
tenilent of the local ]>iib1ic school 
system and now' holding a like po.s- 
itions in St. Joseph. 5Io., and who 
is also president of the St. Joseph 
Rotary 
club, 
staled 
that the 
Ro­ 
tary clubs are much the same all 
over the country, that he had vis­ 
ited 
from 
the 
west 
to 
the 
east 
coasts of the continent at various 
times 
and 
found 
their 
interests, 
their 
activities, 
and

He dwelt upon the benfits 
received by the average citizen in

A settlem ent reached out of court 
wliicli was taken into consideration 
by Judge W alter (Juerin during a 
ten minute recess gave the suing 
wife $625,000 and 
custody of her 
her childreu. 
The decree followed 
a

one 
hour 
during which the girl wife took the 
stand and told the court that her 
husband neglected and abused her. 
One year must elapse, under the 
law, before Mrs. Chaplin receives 
her final decree. 
The stipulation between attorneys 
setting out the important parts of 
the settlem ent follows:

The Minnesota case is significant b e­ 
cause it is improab le the decision in ques­ 
tion would have b een possib le in any 
state a generation ago. 
The syllab us shows if a defendant was 
convicted on information charging that 
goods valued at more than $25 were 
stolen “in the night time.” 
Theft “from 
a b uilding” in the night time, under the 
Minneapolis statute, b ecomes larceny in 
the first degree. 
The information omit­ 
ted “from a b uilding,” notwithstanding 
which, on proof that the theft was so 
committed, the culprit received the full 
penalty of the latter crime, the case ap­ 
pearing to have otherwise b een aggra­ 
vated. 
From this judgment appeal was 
taken and new trial demanded. 
There is, of course, no question that the 
defendant was entitled 
to 
receive no 
greater punishment than attached to the 
crime with which he was actually charg­ 
ed. 
It was clear, however, that he was 
guilty of plain 
“larceny 
in 
the night 
time,” for which a max imum penalty of 
five years’ 
imprisonment 
is 
provided. 
AVhat the supreme court did was rule 
that the information sufficiently charged 
second degree larceny, and it amended 
the judgment accordingly. 
There will

adequately, if non-technically, served b y 
having his day in court. He will not serve 
ten years, b ut he will serve five.

Ashley mad e his exit yeslerd av 
from tlie 
famous 
cavern, 
which 
spread s out und er three states, at 
a point near the aband oned Cole 
City 
Aline, 
eight miles from 
the 
mouth which he entered on Mond ay 
morning a week ago, altliough in a 
d azed , semi-conscious cond ition and 
on the verge of coliap.se, the 
plorer protesting he was none tlio 
worse lor his experience. 
As Ashley 
emerged 
from 
tlie 
cavern 
through 
a 
small 
opening 
hitherto unknown, rescue workers 
were preparing to make a final at­ 
tempt to locate him, alread y vir­ 
tually having aband oned all hope of 
find ing him alive. A crew of trained 
workers 
was 
read y to 
enter 
the 
cave and 
preparations 
had 
been 
mad e to d rag the river of d arkness, 
wiiich courses through the cavern, 
in an effort to locate Ashley’s bod y. 
The entrance of the Nick-A-.Iack 
cave is on the Tennessee line where 
that state joins Alabama and Geor­

cavern run far back into the latter 
tw'o states. 
Ashley entered the cave last Mon­ 
d ay to examine an unexplored sub­

it was there that he w;;s trapped 
by a land slid e which eir ( ‘ ii: 
treat and forced him to d ig his way 
to freed om wiili a ]>ockel knife ami 
a small shovel, w’hicli he had car­ 
ried w'ith him. A supply of food 
which he had cached in the cavern 


and from which he was not cut off 
by the .slid e served to sustain life 
d uring his six d ays fight to free 
himself. 
After a brief re.st at the Jiome of 
a friend , near the cave. Ashley ap­ 
peared much refreshed as he re­ 
lated his experiences of the past 
week. He was ind ignant at sugges­ 
tions that the whole affair was a 
hoax 
to 
ad vertise the 
cave, 
on 
which he is said to hold a fifty year 
lease, and threatened to bring suit 
against any parties or publications 
that spread such a report.
